City officials blast Bonds 


TV newscaster's criticism unwarranted they say

Bill Bonds, Detroit television 
newscaster, was hit Monday with a 
double-barreled refutal of his 
charges Friday that Wayne County 
taxpayers were subsidizing overdue 
payments of Romulus for police 
services provided by the sheriff.

“Miss Millie” is a black, long-haired (Persian) cat that has been missing 
since the Tuesday afternoon before Halloween. 

The spayed female is a particular pet of Pearch, who has been ill and is 
slated for major surgery in the near future at the Veteran’s Administration 
Hospital. Both he and his wife are mourning the disappearance of their pet 

“Miss Millie” came to the Pearch home on Cordell three years ago, 
abandoned. She was adopted by the Pearches, and after having a litter of 
four kittens, she was spayed. 

According to his wife, Pearch sits for hours on end, watching for the return 
of his “little girl.”

Sumpter murder 


victim identified

A composite sketch of a man found shot to death in Sumpter 
Township Nov. 7 and published in area newspapers and on television 
led to his identification as a 26-year-old resident of Wayne. The 
deceased was identified as Richard D. Farley, originally of 
Blissfield in Lenawee County, who had been living with a grand- 
mother and his brother in Wayne for a short time. 

\ccording to Det. Ed Lindberg of 


Wayne County Sheriffs Dept. 
TJ lice have np strong leads in the 
case snd are asking the public for 
help id their investigation. 

Parley's body was found on the 
east side of Sherwood Road, north of 
Wear Road about 10:40 a.m. Nov. 7 
by a motorist who lived nearby. He 
had been shot at least twice in the 
back at close range with a shotgun. 

Lindberg said evidence disclosed 
that Farley had been shot at the site 
where his body was found. 

He said a friend of the grand- 
mother called her to say she had 
seen the composite sketch in a local 
newspaper. About the same time, 
the grandmother saw another 
composite sketch by a Detroit police 
artist on television, Lindberg said. 

According to the investigation 
made by Lindberg and his fellow 
officer, Det. Jimmy Cranford, 
Farley was last seen by a brother 
and two friends in Lucille’s Bar on 
Michigan Avenue in Canton 
Township between 10 and 10:30 p.m. 
Thursday, Nov. 6, the night before 
his body was discovered. 

lindberg said Farley refused a 
ride with his brother and said he was 
going to hitchike home. 

“I might bump into a nice party,” 
he was reported to have told his 
brother and friends at the bar, 
Lindberg said. 

Police did find out that Farley was 
unemployed. They could only 
speculate as to whether he might 
have been the victim of foul play at 
the hands of strangers who gave him 
a lift or whether he got into trouble 
at a party he stumbled into. 

Farley would have had to go east 
to get back to his grandmother’s 
home in Wayne. However, w'here his 
body was found is considerably 
southwest of the bar where he was 
last seen.

Popular

Golden Hall, once a well-known 
banquet hall in romulus near Wayne 
and Vinewood, has been sold almost 
twice.

Russell takes oath 

Treasurer who admitted taking * 1,000 returns to office

Saturday, Sumpter Township 
Treasurer Clarence Russell did two 
about faces — taking the oath of 
office he publicly said he would not 
take and hiring a new person for the 
deputy position he reportedly vowed 
he would not change. 

After confessing that he took 
$1,000 reported missing in water 
operation funds to cover personal 
bills, the treasurer appeared before 
the election at the township board 
meeting to announce his resignation. 

At that time, Russell told the 
township board and audience that if 
re-elected he would not take the oath 


of office for the treasurer’s seat. 

As lack of time did not permit his 
name to be taken off the ballot at the 
Nov. 4 general election, Russell 
received 1,716 votes, far more than 
the handful recorded for each of four 
write-in candidates, to win re- 
election. 

Russel] failed to appear for the 
official swearing-in ceremony for all 
newly-elected township officials last 
Thursday conducted by District 
Judge James B. Stone at the 
township hall. Instead, he asked that 
he and his new duty, Diane M. 
Schroeder, be sworn in separately. 

Saturday afternoon, Clerk 
Clarence Hoffman, who failed to win 


re-election, performed the swearing- 
in ceremony. 

Naming of Schroeder, an un- 
successful candidate for trustee 
nominee in the primary election last 
August came as a surprise. 

None was more shocked than 
Russell’s ex-deputy, Leona Barber 
During the time that police in- 
vestigated the missing water funds, 
she was subjected to taking a lie 
detector test and had volunteered to 
help pay back the money with 
Russel] and another member of the 
office. 

According to Mrs. Barber, she has 
asked Russell the day after the 
election about a rumor that he 
planned to let her go. 
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Road Patrol is under ax 

Commissioners vote to eliminate 249 sheriffs 


While Wayne County Com- 
missioners, in a split vote, are 
recommending total elimination of 
the Sheriff’s 249 man out-county 
Road Patrol in an effort to balance 
the 1980-81 budget, Commissioner 
Edward K. Michalski (D-Detroit) 
angrily warned today that the action 
will only lead to more chaos. 

“It may save the county about $5 
million,” he said, “but we’ll face a 
storm of lawsuits and little— if 
any— police protection in outlying 
districts.” 

Even as Michalski spoke, county 
commissioners were being 
threatened with legal action by 
communities contracting for patrol 
services. Sheriff William Lucas, and 
the deputy’s union. 

A final budget session is scheduled 
for this week before it becomes 
effective December 1st and, unless 
commissioners restore the patrol 
division at that time, 249 road patrol 
positions and community contracts 
will be terminated February 1, 1981. 

The full board of commissioners 
were handed the budget Thursday 
for confirmation. 

The hotly-contested proposasl to 
terminate the patrol was approved 
late last Monday night 10-7 by an 
unexpected mixture of Detroit and 
out-county commissioners. 
Michalski claimed Detroit com- 
missioners, in the past, have con- 
sistently supported retention of the 
road patrol at the expense of being 
ridiculed by the media for “not 
biting the bullet.” 

“This time,” he said, “we’re going 
to let the out-county group carry the 
ball.” 


Favoring the patrol’s elimination 
were: Delores Bennett, Arthur M. 
Carter, Jackie L. Currie, Chairman 
Samuel A. Turner, and Janrette 
Simmons, all of Detroit, and 
Richard E. Manning (Redford-

dale), Clarence Young (Ecorse), 
and Martha Scott (Highland Park).

$8,263,510. 

The Public Safety and Judiciary 
Committee, chaired by Michalski, in 
order to conform to contractual 
agreements and union 
requirements, extended the life of 
the patrol to January 31, 1981 to give 
the communities 60-day advanced 


action, a spokesman for the road 
commission said, “while we have 
enjoyed a good relationship with the 
Sheriff’s Department and prefer to 
continue with their service, we are 
fully prepared to maintain 
maximum security at the airport by 
either beefing up our own security 
forces or contracting with another 
police agency such as the state 
police.” 

He added that the state police 
maintain an office at the facility and 
that they would consider offering 
jobs to the 44 deputies currently 
working at the airport and facing 
possible layoff.

Police Officer, “overtime accounts 
for over $1 million and the 20o jail 
custodial employees cost the county 
an additional $472,000 annually .” 

Michalski said overtime results 
from understaffing and could be 
reduced substantially by increasing 
jail staffing minimally. “As for the 
custodians,” he added, “I think we 
could use the prisoners to sweep and 
mop as other county jails do and 
save ourselves almost half-a-million 
dollars.” His committee, on a 
motion by Rashid, agreed to retain 
34 deputies targeted for layoff by the 
Auditors, but balked on increasing 
the number. 

Members of the Safety Committee 
were notified last week that the jail 
and its Westland Annex were 
nearing capacity prisoner 
population and any further reduc- 
tion of the jail staff would make it 
impossible to meet requirements of 
a court order issued six years ago. 

Violation of the order would place 
commissioners in contempt and a 
possible trip to jail, themselves. The 
court order covers jail security, 
medical services, prisoner property 
custodians, food and a consulting 
dietician. 

Governor William Milliken’s 
austerity program might add to the 
county’s problems along county 
expressways. Russ Gregory, 
Lieutenant in charge of the Sheriff’s 
Traffic Bureau, said state police 
have not been actively patrolling the 
expressways for sometime. 

“Their orders,” Gregory said, 
“are to a maintain visibility along 
the routes by using them while 
travelling from area to area. If our 
road patrols are terminated, 
motorists will have no protection 
along 1-94, 1-96, 1-75 west and south of 
the Detroit city limits.” 

Gregory ticked off a number of 
services the road patrol performs 
including secondary road, county 
parks, county hospital, and ex- 
pressway patrols; marine and 
detective services, county-wide 
radio communications networks 
between local police departments 
and the all-important LEIN (Law 
Enforcement Information Network) 
which provides instantaneous in- 
formation from Lansing, the 
Secretary of State’s Office and 
F.B.I. headquarters in Washington. 

Although LEIN is not funded by 
the county, it operates the equip- 
ment and ties in the communities of 
Wayne, Westland, Garden City, 
Inkster, Sumpter, Belleville and the 
county’s own patrol cars. 

Inspector Albert Blascak, in 
charge of communications at the 
Road Patrol headquarters on Henry 
Ruff Road, Westland, said his office 
handled over 15,000 queries in Oc- 
tober, alone, resulting in 1.200 ‘hits’ 
(arrests). “The Sheriff’s Police 
Academy is considered to be one of 
the top three in the nation,” Gregory 
added 


“He ( Russell ) told me that I would

She said she had heard talk that 
Russell had told several persons that 
Mrs. Barber wanted his job and that 
after what happened in regard to the 
missing $1,000, that she would never 
trust him again. 

“I’ve never wanted his job,” 
declared the deputy. “If I had 
wanted it I would have ran for it.” 

Mrs. Barber said Russell had lied 
about taking the oath of office if re- 
elected, had lied about taking the 
missing money, and had lied about 
keeping her on if re-elected. 

“He’s lied about everything,” said 
Mrs. Barber. 

She said she had “worked very 
hard” for Russell’s re-election and 
in the office. 

“I did my best to make him look 
good in the office,” she said. 

Mrs. Barber said that to this day, 
the treasurer had never offered 
either herself or Mrs. Pless an 
apology for subjecting them to 
possible implication in theft of the 
missing money. 

“Mr. Russell told a friend of mine 
that he couldn’t tell us about it (theft 


of the missing money) because we 
were too honest, ’ ’ she said. 

Efforts to contact Russell Monday 
proved futile. The receptionist at 
McCord Corp. in Wyandotte said 
Russell was not at work Monday. He 
could not be reached at home as he 
has a new unlisted telephone 
number 

After announcing to the township 
board and audience the week before 
the election that he had resigned and 
would not take the oath of office, 
board trustees voted 5-0 with one 
absention to have the treasurer 
prosecuted. 

The board directed that results of 
the local police investigation be 
turned over to the county 
prosecutor’s office with the 
recommendation that Russell be 
prosecuted. At that time, Police 
Chief Clinton Brown said exact 
nature of the charge would be left up 
to the presecutor. 

Friday, Chief Brown was asked 
about reports that Robert Sage, 
deputy chief prosecutor of the out- 
county division on Henry Ruff Road, 
had refused to issue a warrant 
against Russell. 

He explained that Sage had sent 
the paperwork downtown to the 
office of his boss, Wayne County 
Prosecuting Attorney William 
Cahalan. 

“It is not unusual for the out- 
county prosecutor to let the down- 
town office make the decision on 
whether a person will be charged 
and what that charge will be,” said 
the chief. 

“I’m waiting to see what hap- 
pens,” he said. 

If prosecuted, Russell could face 
probation or a prison sentence. If 
neither of those transpire, he could 
face a possible recall judging from 
talk at the township hall.

Brownstown townships 
Lucas indicated that he did not 
want to be drawn into a con- 
frontation wi*h Bonds or the news 
media. He said that he believed the 
newscaster was not in possession of 
the facts regarding the police ser- 
vices situation in Romulus 
Bonds, in newscasts at 6 p.m. and 
11 p.m. Friday, said that his news 
source said Romulus owed the 
county a million dollars and is not 
paying for the services of sheriff’s 
deputies. 

This means. Bonds said, that 
“everybody else” in the county is 
paying for police protection 
provided to Romulus. His editorial 
comments said, “it isn’t fair and it is 
going to stop” 

He admitted that Undersheriff 
Loren Pittman said Romulus is 


paying for police services, but a 
question exists on how much is 
actually owed. 

To that. Bonds’ editorial reply 
was: “My source says Romulus 
ain’t paying. Lucas knows it. The 
patrol is gone.” 

Sullivan, who is leaving the city’s 
employment to become supervisor 
of Huron Township, was upset over 
Bonds editorials. He stressed that he 
was speaking in an unofficial 
capacity, but that his comments had 
been approved by Pat Hogan, 
community development director 
for Romulus 

Hogan is representing Mayor 
William M Oakley, who was out of 
the city Monday on a deer hunting 
trip in northern Michigan 

Calling Bonds’ statements on his 
newscasts “incorrect”, Sullivan 


said: “We were distrubed that a 
newscaster of Mr. Bonds’ stature, 
whose abilities and reputation for 
accurate and effective reporting and 
commentary are held in such high 
regard, would fall victim to such 
inaccuracy.” 

In a hastily prepared statement. 
Sullivan stated the following: 

“Mr Bonds, the facts are these: l) 
The city of Romulus oyes the county 
of Wayne an undetermined amount 
for police service provided by the 
county under a contractual 
agreement This amount is in 
dispute The controversy centers, 
not in the services provided by the 
Wayne County Sheriff, but in the 
charges for these services. The area 
of contention hinges on a retroactive 
pay increase awarded the sheriffs 
deputies, the effective date of that 
award, and effective date of that 


award as it applies to the city of 
Romulus under the terms of the 
contract. Other items under dispute 
and review include court times for 
officers, overtime and premium 
pay, and administrative charges for 
police services to the city of 
Romulus. 

“Also, the city of Romulus is 
paring for current services An 
invoice received Nov 5 from 
thecounty of Wayne for police 
service for the month of November 
was presented on warrant No. 81-9 to 
the council of the city of Romulus on 
Nov 12. It was approved by the city 
council and payment was forwarded 
to Wayne County 

“Finally, in addition, Mr Bonds, 
on June 1. 1980, the level of police 
services provided by Wayne County 
was reduced at the request of the 


city of Romulus with an estimated 
cost savings approximating $32,000 
per month (This reduction in ser- 
vices was an effort by the city to 
meet budgetary limitations.) 
However, Mr. Bonds, the city of 
Romulus has continued to pay the 
$32,000 monthly, asking that this 
amount apply to the unresolved 
amount owed to the county of Wayne

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Courts toss out Romulus' suit against airport 


The city of Romulus received 
word last week that a suit by the 
city, school board, and residents 
and owners of city property against 
the Wayne County Road Com- 
mission over construction of an 
additional runway at Detroit Metro 
Airport has been declared ‘moot” 
by the U.S. Court of Appeals. 

The verdict, decided and filed 
Nov. 6, 1980, was received No. 10 by 


Charles Lowther. city attorney, 
from the Court of Appeals, Sixth 
Circuit, Cincinnati, Ohio. 

In addition to the Road Com- 
mission. which owns and operates 
the airport, the suit included as 
defendants: the County of Wayne, 
Claude S. Brinegar, secretary of 
transportation, and Alexander 
Butterfield, administrator of the 
Federal Aeronautics Ad- 


ministration. 

According to the Court of Ap- 
peals, the appeal of a decision of 
the U.S. District Court for 
Southeastern Michigan is moot 
because the runway in question is 
completed 

Citing several court cases as 
precedent, the court stated it is 
applying the “familiar principle 
that an action is moot w'here the 


WCCC report outlines 
college 's rapid growth 


On the heels of victory for James R. McCartney, 
recently re-elected to the position of Trustee for 
Wayne County Community College (WCCC), the 
institution released its annual report. 

The report focused on the college’s rapid and 
intensive growth and highlighted its extensive 
curricula offering. 

Focusing on growth, the report announced 
statistics released by the Michigan Bureau of 
Budget which confirms that enrollment reached 
an estimated 14,761 full-time equated students in 
1979-80, making WCCC the largest two year in- 
stitution of higher education in the State. 

In addition, the report highlighted the in- 
stitution's five regional centers opened or under 
construction since inception. 

“As our rapidly increasing enrollment 
demonstrates the need for the comprehensive 
services of the College”, notes Interim President 
William G. Herbert, “our presence is felt 
throughout the service districts in Wayne 
County. “ 

McCartney emphasized in the report that “the 
College’s growth is designed to reflect specific 
needs throughout each of the five regions.” 

The report continues to boast the growth and 
effectiveness of the college’s Students Services 
Division. The Division has undertaken such 
projects as The Student Information System, 
Career Education Task Force, its Institute for 
Human Resources, Special Needs Program, Ar- 
ticulation Task Force and Child Care. 

McCartney emphasized what he feels is the real 
“meat” of die report, being, the announcement of 
major steps taken toward improving the quality of 
instruction at the College. “The institution feels 
that through these steps WCCC is a com- 
prehensive community college with com- 
prehensive programs in the occupational, general 
studies and community service areas.” He 
cautioned, however, “that in light of Governor 


Milliken’s recent budget pronouncements, 
program evaluation and budget analization will be 
priority concerns of the Board.” 


activities sought to be enjoined 
have already occurred and can no 
longer be prevented”. 

The Court of Appeals ruling said 
further that the city of Romulus 
and other plaintiffs only argued on 
appeal that the District Court had 
erred in declining to continue an 
injunction against construction of 
the runway. 

The City of Romulus and 
plaintiffs had sought to stop con- 
struction of an additional $20 
million, 10,000 foot third parallel 
runway at the airport. 

The District Court previously has 
issued a preliminary injunction, but 
dissolved it after the federal 
government submitted revised 
information stating why the run- 
wav should be built. 

However, in its decision, the 


Court of Appeals stated that the 
plaintiffs could sue to restrict use 
of the runway, could seek to 
recover damages, and could ask 
that the runway be abandoned. 

The court pointed out further that 
plaintiffs did not push on any of 
these counts in earlier court action 
and that the Court of Appeals had 
ruled only on the appeal of the 
District Court’s removal of the 
injunction. 

This latest ruling by the Court of 


Appeals is one of several in which 
the city has been at odds with the 
airport. 

Recently, Romulus Supt. of 
Schools William Bedell has an- 
nounced his desire to have the 
airport pay the city and school 
district for the nuisance it causes, 
as well as in increased taxes. 

However, he pointed out what he 
believed to be the futility of 
fighting the powerful Road Com- 
mission on such matters in court.

However, we 
feel this article gives the public a 
terribly distorted image of what 
Girlstown is really about. 

To begin with, the term 
“emotionally impaired" was 


used rather coldly. 

Society has a vague idea of 
what “emotionally impaired” 
means. 

For instance, Harold Love once 
wrote in his book, The 
Emotionally Disturbed Child, 
“Emotionally impaired children 
are inattentive, indifferent, or 
apparently lazy in school”. 

We would like to point out that 4 
of our 10 girls made the honor roll 
at Belleville High School. Also, 
the average grade of all 10 girls 
was “B plus” for the first card 
marking of the current school 
year. Can our society on a whole 
match or hope to match these 
accomplishments? 

In addition, two other facts 
were erroneously stated. We girls 
come from all over the state, not 
just Wayne and Washtenaw 
Counties as stated in the article. 
More importantly, we are not 
sent to Girlstown by the Michigan 
Court System. 

We are referred here by some 
Courts and Michigan Department 
of Social Services and are in- 
terviewed before being accepted. 
We must then want to come here 
or we are not accepted. 

We would like to say in closing 
that we are here for various 
reasons, many of which are not 
our fault. However, we do like our 
house and feel that this article 
does not accent the good points of 
Girlstown or of the girls wholive 
here.

Bones are living, changing organs. 
When they are broken, it is like 
another organ getting cut, the blood 
supply is disturbed and must regrow 
over the fracture site. The bone 
reabsorbs slightly on either side of 
the fracture site due to the loss of the 
micro blood supply. For the vessels 
to regrow, the pieces of the bone 
must not move and must be held 
dose together. 

If there is movement at the 
fracture site, the body will try to 
stabilize the fracture by laying down 
a callus of bone. The callus is fragile 
and w r i II fracture easily. The more 
movement, the more callus that is 
laid down. 


'Hiere are many ways to stabilize 
a fracture: 

1) A splint may be used if it can 
keep the joints above and below the 
fracture from moving. The splint 
must be kept dry and checked at 
regular intervals to watch for 
swelling and sores; 

2) A metal pin can be placed 
through the marrow of the bone 
going from one end and is pushed 
firmly into the other end of the 
disjoined bone. A splint may then be 
placed on the leg to prevent rotation 
of the bone around the pin, and; 

3) A rectangular piece of metal 
with a row of holes in it can be at- 
tached to the bone with screws. The 
center of this plate is positioned over 
the fracture site. Screws are then 
placed through the holes in the plate 


and into the bone above and below 
the fracture site 

Many more types of stabilization 
can be used Each fracture is dif- 
ferent and requires special methods 
of stabilization. X-rays need to be 
taken to determine how severe the 
fracture is and how it might be 
corrected

3 strikes— why 
isn 't Russell out? 

Recent actions of Clarence Russell, who admitted he took $1,000 
in Sumpter Township funds during his last term as treasurer, 
leave much to be desired as regards the conduct of an elected 
official. 

After admitting his theft of the missing funds, Russell appeared 
at the meeting of the township board with his wife and read a 
prepared statement in which he offered his resignation. He also 
said publicly tha t if re-elected he would not take the oa th of office, 
which in effect, means he would not serve a second term as 
treasurer. 

When most of Sumpter’s newly-elected officials were sworn in 
Nov. 13 at the township hall, Russell was not there and most 
people believed tha t he was keeping true to his word . 

But, Russell requested and received a private swearing in 
ceremony from Clerk Clarence Hoffman two days later on 
Saturday in direct contradiction to what he told the public two 
weeks earlier. 

When the treasurer took township money to ‘‘cover personal 
bills", he was wrong. He admitted it and could face prosecution in 
die near future. 

However, when Russell took the oath of office for a second 
term, he lied to the citizens of Sumpter Township publicly for the 
second time. 

Even the hardest hearted of us can forgive the commission of a 
wrong, especially when the doer admits it. In Russell's case, he 
compounded his first lie, saying he did not know where the 
missing $1,000 was, by pulling a stunt that was a slap in the face to 
his followers and township residents. 

But, like a rollercoaster out of control, the treasurer committed 
still another wrong — deceiving a trusted employe who had gone 
above and beyond the call of duty In his behalf. 

When he was sworn in privately, he also had a new deputy 
treasurer take the oath, Diane M. Schroeder, who ran un- 
successfully for a trustee nomination in the August primary 
election. 

According to Leona Barber, Russell’s deputy during his last 
term, the treasurer told her she would continue in her present 
capacity and would have a job as long as he was in office. 

This same deputy, along with another employe in the 
treasurer’s office, Cheryl Pless, volunteered to help Russell pay 
back the missing $1,000 at a time when its whereabouts was 
unknown. 

During the police investigation into the case of the missing 
money, Mrs. Barber voluntarily took a lie detector test which she 
passed. However, just the knowledge that one has been asked to 
take the test opens them up to possible implication. 

Mrs. Pless also' was scheduled to take a lie detector test, but 
Russell confessed before she, too, was placed in that humiliating 
position. 

For her devotion to her boss and her job as deputy treasurer, 
Mrs. Barber was replaced. Russell rationalized his action by 
telling her that he was not firing her, but instead was not rehiring 
her! 

Because she apparently was a union employe, Mrs. Pless was 
not terminated and was more fortunate. 

Russell’s admission that he took the money was the first strike 
against him. His taking of the oath for a second term was the 
second strike against him. His discharge of Mrs. Barber was the 
third strike against him. 

In our book, when you have three strikes against you, you’re 
out! That, Mr. Russell, is where we believe you should be.

The U.S. Supreme Court ruled this week that 
Kentucky cannot post copies of the Ten Com- 
mandments in its public school classrooms. . 

In a narrow 5-4 vote, the nation's highest court 
said the posting of the commandments in public 
schools violates the Constitution’s freedom-of- 
religion guarantees. 

The court’s decision also reversed a ruling by 
the Kentucky Supreme Court that the state’s 
action was constitutional. 

In rendering its decision, the Supreme Court 
said, “The pre-eminent purpose for posting the 
Ten Commandments on schoolroom walls is 
plainly religious in nature. The Ten Com- 
mandments is undeniably a sacred text in the 
Jewish and Christian faiths and no legislative 
recitation of a supposed secular purpose can 
blind us to that fact.” 

The basically liberal Supreme Court, it seems 
clear to us, has violated our guarantee to 
freedom of religion by their action. Voting for 
the majority opinion were Justices William J. 
Brennan, Jr., Thurgood Marshall, John Paul 
Stevens, Byron R. White and Lewis F. Powell Jr. 

Chief Justice Warren E. Burger and Harry A. 
Blackmun dissented, voting to review the case 
more fully before deciding it, and William H. 
Rehnquist and Potter Stewart agreed with the 
Kentucky Supreme Court. 

At issue was a state law requiring the Ten 
Commandments to be posted in all schoolrooms. 
Ruling on the 1978 lawsuit against the state’s 
superintendent of schools, a state trial judge in 
Frankfort, Squire Williams, upheld the law. 

Isn’t it strange that our liberal-minded of- 
ficials— the school superintendent on the state 
level and the five Supreme Court 


Justices— refuse the majority of local people 
what the want? 

Our money is inscribed with the words: “In 
God We Trust.” The same words adorn the front 
of our courthouses and other government 
buildings. And when we pledge allegiance to the 
U.S. Flag, we include the words. ..“One nation, 
under God.” 

We feel the Supreme Court’s decision is in- 
correct and unfair to those who do want the Ten 
Commandments posted on the walls of school 
rooms. We feel it not only violates our freedom 
of religion but is another case of intrusion into 
local affairs. 

When the U.S. Supreme Court ruled quite a 
few years ago that prayers could not be said in 
school, they stated that only prescribed prayers 
by teachers and other administrators were 
banned— not voluntary prayers. Later, however, 
the meaning was changed to Include the banning 
of all prayer in public schools— including 
voluntary prayers. 

Further contradictory evidence to the in- 
consistencies of the courts is the recent ruling 
that schools can sing religious songs in their 
Thanksgiving and Christmas programs. 

We totally disagree with the U.S. Supreme 
Court’s ruling and believe they should change it. 
For one thing, we do not believe a list of the Ten 
Commandments hanging on a schoolroom wall is 
infringing on anyone’s rights. 

On the other hand, the world’s legal systems 
and moral values are based on the Decalogue, 
which is a vital foundation for individuals and 
nations to build upon. 

In light of the world’s, and our nation’s, fast- 
declining morality, we feel strongly that we all 
would do well to review and live by the un- 
surpassed standard given to us in the Ten 
Commandments.

Since the Tropic of Cancer runs through India, it is 
obvious that any time during the year the sun would always be in the 
south during the warmer hours of the day. So, Port Out would shelter 
posh passengers from the direct glare of the sun, just as would Star- 
board Home.

The story of four generations of a Jewish family in America, “Por- 
traits” begins with the arrival of Esther Sandsonitsky who leaves 
Poland at the turn of the century for the mythical “golden land”. 

A young widow, she attempts to make a new life for herself and two of 
her three children. The eldest, Jacob, a mere child at the time, is left 
behind out of necessity but eventually finds his own way across the 
ocean. He arrives with hatred for his mother and a vow to never seek 
her out or ask her help, a promise which is broken almost at once when 
he is robbed of his meager possessions and important emigrant papers 
and tossed in jail as a non-registered undesirable. 

It is the tale, also, of Jacob’s wife, Sara, who fights to retain her 
emotional hold on the lives of their three daughters. Rachel, the beauty, 
breaks her father’s heart and mother’s grip by a marriage outside her 
faith to an older, extremely wealthy man. Doris is the Cinderella of the 
“Sanders” family who achieves fame and a way of life beyond her 
wildest dreams despite the complete and unwarranted rejection of her 
mother, father and sisters. Lillian, the “baby”, is the daughter who 
scandalizes her parents with her divorce but finds she cannot break her 
mother’s hold on her. 

This story of the American dream takes the reader from Poland to 
New York to Cleveland to San Francisco and Los Angeles and is a vivid 
portrayal of men and women struggling against each other to find their 

niche in life. . . „ . . 

Although there are few people you could really like or admire, it is one 
of those books with skillfully drawn characters you find yourself loving 
or detesting. “Portraits” is one of those books you hate to see and and 
yours truly thinks it’s worth your time.

requirement for the delivery of services; providing for technical, con- 
struction and performance standards; providing for regulation of the 
operation of the cable television system, the establishment of rates and 
charges to subscribers for installation and use of said cable television 
system and franchise fees payable to the Township, development of a 
system for handling consumer complaints, a method for resolving disputes 
between the Township and Comcast Cablevision of Wayne, Inc., sanctions 
and penalties for enforcement of such provisions and requiring the purchase 
of liability insurance and the posting of bonds; providing for necessary 
governmental approvals and the extension of service to annexed areas, and 
establishing the rights of the Township and Comcast Cablevision of Wavne. 
Inc. in the event of foreclosure or receivership; providing for the rights and 
obligations of individuals using the cable television system; providing for 
the rights of the Township; incorporating by reference any application 
proposals submitted upon which the Township relied in granting such 
franchise, and repealing any and all other Ordinances in conflict herewith. 
.THE TOWNSHIP BOARD OF THE TOWNSHIP OF SUMPTER 
WAYNE COUNTY, MICHIGAN ORDAINS: 

SECTION 1. SHORT TITLE 

This Ordinance may be known and cited as the “Township of Sumpter 
Cable Television Ordinance". 

SECTION 2. DEFINITIONS 

As used in this Ordinance: 

(a) The term “access channels” shall mean specially designed non- 
commercial public access channels for public use, for use by local 
educational authorities, for use by the Township of Sumpter and for leased 
access services. Such access channels shall be non-commercial and 
available on a first-come, non-discriminatory basis for which the system 
shall maintain and have available for public use equipment and facilities 
necessary for the production of programming for such channels. 

(b) The term “cablecasting, local origination” shall mean programming, 
exclusive of broadcast signals, carried on a cable television system, in- 
cluding programming of local origination, exclusive of broadcast signals, 
carried on a cable television system over one or more channels, and subject 
to the exclusive control of the Company. 

(ci The term “cable television system CATV” or the “Sumpter System” 
shall mean a facility which receives and amplifies the signals broadcast by 
one or more television stations and redistributes such signals to subscribing 
members of the public for a fixed or periodic fee, employing wires or cables 
passing along, over, under, across and upon streets, highways, alleys, or 
other public places, including property over which the Township of Sumpter 
has an easement or right-of-way, including facilities which in addition to 
providing such reception, amplification and redistribution, are also used to 
originate and distribute programming or other materials to such sub- 
scribers. 

(d) The term “channel” shall mean the various classes of Cable television 
channels defined by the Federal Communications Commission. 

<e> The term “converter” shall mean a device that changes a non- 
standard frequency channel (eg. one above 216 MHz) to a standard VHF 
channel, enabling it to be tuned directly on the television set. 

(f) The term “Federal Communications Commission” shall mean that 
federal agency constituted by the Communications Act of 1934, as amended, 
and may be referred to as the F>CC. 

(g) The term “Company” shall mean the Comcast Cablevision of Wayne. 
Inc . a Michigan Corporation, qualified to do business in the State of 
Michigan 

(h) The term “gross revenues” shall mean all revenue generated through 
or as a result of the Sumpter System by the Company, its affiliates, sub- 
sidiaries, parents, and any person in which the Company has a financial 
interest, from or in connection with the operation of the cable television 
system pursuant to this Ordinance, including by way of example and not 


limitation, advertising, installation and monthly service charges for basic 
and optional services. 

(i) The term “person" shall mean a person, firm partnership, association, 
corporation, company, or organization of any kind of nature whatsoever. 

(j) The term “service: basic and optional” shall mean: 

(i) “basic service” shall mean the simultaneous delivery by the Company 
to television receivers (or any other suitable type of audio-video com- 
munications receivers), of all subscribers and to all locations in the 
Township as defined in this Ordinance of all signals of over-the-air television 
broadcasters required or allowed by the Federal Communications Com- 
mission to be carried by a community antenna television system as defined 
by the Federal Communications Commission; the channels designated for 
special purposes by the Township Board or its authorized representative; 
education channels; public access channels; lease channels; and additional 
service at the option of the Company; however, pay or subscription 
television as defined by the Federal Communications Commission shall not 
be considered part of the basic service. 

(ii) “optional service” means any communications service other than the 
basic service, provided over its cable television system by the Company 
directly or as a carrier for its subsidiaries, affiliates or any other person 
engaged in communications services including, by way of example and not 
limitation, pay or subscription television services, burglar alarms, data or 
other electronic intelligence transmission, facsimile production, meter 
reading and home shopping. 

(k) The term “streets, highways, alleys and public ways” shall mean 
streets, avenues, highways, boulevards, concourses, driveways, bridges, 
tunnels, parks, parkways, waterways, docks, bulkheads, wharfs, piers, 
alleys, all other public rights-of-way, and public places or waters within or 
under the jurisdiction of the Township of Sumpter 

(l) The term “subscriber” shall mean any person, firm, corporation or 
other entity receiving for any purpose whatsoever the service of the Com- 
pany herein. 

(m) The term “Township” shall mean the Township of Sumpter, Wayne 
County, Michigan. 

(n) The term “Township Board” shall mean the governing body of the 
Township of Sumpter, Wayne County, Michigan 

(o) The term “two-way capacity,” shall mean a cable television system 
that can carry electronic signals in two directions, both downstream from 
the signal processing center to subscribers’ premises and upstream from 
subscribers’ premises to the signal processing center. 

(p) The term “user” shall mean a person or organization utilizing a 
system channel for purposes of production and-or transmission of material, 
as contrasted with receipt thereof, in a subscriber capacity. 

(q) The term “days” shall mean calendar days unless otherwise 
designated. 

SECTION 3. EURPOSE; GRANT OF FRANCHISE 
The Township of Sumpter hereby grants to the Company, a non-exclusive 
franchise to erect, maintain and operate a cable television system in the 
Township of Sumpter, and to utilize the highways, streets, alleys or other 
public places of the Township of Sumpter, as well as any extensions or ad- 
ditions thereto, for the installation and location of poles* wires, cables, un- 
derground conduits, manholes and other television conductors and fixtures 
necessary for the maintenance and operation in the Township of Sumpter of 
a cable television system for the purpose of distributing television and radio 
signals, and other electronic impulses in order to furnish television and radio 
programming, and other various communications and services to the public. 
In accepting such franchise grant, the Company acknowledges that its rights 
hereunder are subject to the constitution and statutes of the State of 
Michigan and the police power of the Township of Sumpter to adopt and 
enforce Ordinances necessary to the safety and welfare of the public; and 
the Rules and Regulations of the FCC; and, such Company acknowledges 
and agrees to comply with all applicable Ordinances currently in effect and- 
or subsequently enacted by the Township pursuant to such powers. Further, 
this grant of franchise to the Company is expressly contingent upon the 
faithful performance of all of the conditions of this Ordinance. 

The grant of authority to Company was preceded by a careful con- 
sideration of the legal, technical, financial and character qualifications of 
the Company and its principals, in a full, open and public proceeding. 
SECTION 4. DURATION. RENEWAL PERFORMAN CE. EVALUATION, 
TRANSFER AND EXPIRATION OF FRANCHISE ~ 

Section 4.1 Duration of Franchise 

The duration of the rights, privileges and authorizations hereby granted to 
Company shall be for a period of fifteen (15) years from and after the ef- 
fective date of this Ordinance. 

Section 4.2 Renewal of Franchise 

The franchise herein granted may be rendered for an additional term not 
exceeding fifteen (15) years in accordance with the following franchise 
renewal procedure: 

A. In the event the Company desires to renew its franchise, written notice 
of such intent shall be personally delivered to the Township Supervisor not 
less than thirty -six (36) months prior to expiration of the original franchise 
term. 

B. Upon receipt of such notice, the Township Board shall establish a date, 
time and place for a proposed hearing to take place within sixty ( 60 ) days of 
the receipt of such notice, at which the Company shall appear and be heard, 
to determine whether the Company has satisfj rily performed its 
obligations pursuant to this Ordinance. For pur*., es of this Section, 
“Satisfactory Performance” shall be determined by the technical 
development and performance of the cable television system, program- 
ming, services offered, cost of services, availability of programming 
equipment and personnel to aid access channel users, and examination of 
the Company’s cable television system with reference to industry per- 
formance on a national basis. 

C. Within ten (10) months after the public hearing, the Township Board 
shall prepare a written report encompassing findings of fact and conclusions 
relative to the Company’s performance, and determine whether (1) the 
Company s franchise should be renewed and for what term, and (2) what, if 
any, amendments to theOrdinance are necessary for such continuation. 

D. In the event that Company is determined by the Township Board to 
have performed unsatisfactorily, new applicants shall be sought and 
evaluated by the Township Board in accordance with franchising 
procedures to be established. 

Section 4.3 Performance Evaluation 

The field of cable communications is a relatively new and rapidly 
changing field which shall no doubt see many regulatory, technical, 
financial, marketing and legal changes during the term of the franchise 
period. Therefore, in order to provide for a maximum degree of flexibility in 
this Ordinance and to help achieve a continued advanced and modern 
system for the Township of Sumpter, the Company shall provide for the 
following performance evaluations : 

A. The Township Board and the Company shall hold scheduled per- 
formance evaluation sessions within thirty ( 30 ) days of the third ( 3rd i . sixth 
(6th) and ninth (9th) anniversary dates of the effective date of the Or- 
dinance. All such sessions shall be open to the public and notice thereof shall 
be published in a newspaper of general circulation at least fi ve ( 5 ) days prior 
thereto. 

B. Special sessions may be held at any time during the term of the fran- 
chise, provided that both the Township Board and the Company shall 
mutually agree on the time, place and topics to be reviewed. All such 
sessions shall be open to the public and notice thereof shall be published in a 
newspaper of general circulation at last five ( 5 ) days prior thereto. 

C. The following topics shall be discussed at every scheduled session: 
service rate structure, free or discounted services; application of new 
technology; system performance, services provided; programming of- 
fered; customer complaints; privacy and human rights; and judicial and 
Federal Communications Commission rulings. 

Topics in addition to those listed above mav be added if agreed upon bv 
both parties. 

Section 4 4 Transfer. Assignments 

A. No transfer or assignment of effective ownership or control of the cable 
television system may take place, whether by forced or voluntary sale, 
lease, mortgage, assignment, encumbrance or anv other form of disposition, 
without prior notice to and approval by the Township Board, which shall not 
be unreasonably refused The notice shall include full identifying particulars 
of the proposed transaction, and the Tow nship Board shall act by resolution 
B For purposes of this Section, a transfer of effective ownership or 
control” shall be taken to mean and include the acquisition, within any 
consecutive period of thirty-six (36) months, of more than a twenty <20 
percent) percent interest in the Company’s voting capital stock, franchise, 
plant, equipment or other property used in the conduct ol the business; or 
more than a twenty (20 percent) percent representation on the Company’s 
Board of Directors, by any person or group of persons acting in consort who 
before that period did not enjoy such interest or representation, but such 
definition shall not include: 

(l)a pledge or hypothecation of mortgage or similar instrument trans- 


ferring conditional ownership of all or part of the system’s assets to a 
lender or creditor in the ordinary course of business so long as the lender 
does not thereby acquire the right to control the system’s operation; but no 
such transfer of conditional title can be made absolute without prior ap- 
proval of the Township Board; or 

(2) The disposition of facilities or equipment no longer required in the 
conduct of the business. 

C. For the purposes of determining whether it shall consent to such 
transfer or assignment, 1 the Township Board may inquire into the 
qualifications of the prospective controlling party, and the Company shall 
assist the Township Board in any such inquiry. Such inquiry shall be con- 
fined to the legal, technical, financial and character qualifications of the 
prospective transferee or assignee. The ability of the proposed transferee or 
assignee to perform the obligations of the Company as set forth in this Or- 
dinance shall be the overriding standard by which such inquiry is conducted. 
Section 4.5 Expiration of Franchise 

A. Upon expiration of the franchise herein granted, the Township shall 
have the right to require the Company to remove the cable television system 
from within the boundaries of the community and the Company shall have 
the obligation todoso within sixty (60) daysafter notification thereof. 

B The Township shall have the right to purchase the cable television 
system upon expiration of the franchise term. The Township may, during the 
fourteenth (14th) year of such franchise term, initiate procedures to 
determine the advisability and feasibility of the purchase of the system by 
theTownship. Should the Township decide to purchase the system, it shall be 
at a price not to exceed its fair market value. Should a dispute arise over the 
determination of the fair market value of the cable television system, the 
dispute shall be resolved by arbitration as provided in Section 8.7 of this 
Ordinance entitled “Method for Resolving Disputes”. 

C. In the period between expiration of the franchise term, and the transfer 
of the cable television system to a successor company, the Company herein 
shall continue to provide service to the public as if its franchise were still in 
effect, but in the capacity of a trustee for its successor in interest and subject 
to an accounting for net earnings or losses during this interim period, but not 
to exceed six (6) months. 

SECTION 5. _ERANCHISE TERRITORY. CONSTRUCTION 
REQUIREMENTS, 

EXTENSION OF SERVICE 
Section 5.1 Franchise Territory 

The territory for which this franchise is granted shall consist of all of the 
unincorporated areas of theTownship of Sumpter. Wayne County. Michigan. 
Section 5.2 Service Areas 

For purposes of this Ordinance, the Township of Sumpter shall be one 
single service area. 

Section 5.3 -Construction Requirements 

The Company shall make application for all necessary construction ap- 
provals and permits within sixty (60) days from the effective date of this 
Ordinance, and the Company shall make cable service available to all 
residents of the Township, subject to the following line extension provisions 
within eighteen (18) months after receiving all necessary approvals, in- 
cluding utility company pole attachments permits, provided however, if 
reasonable alternative construction is available according to industry 
standards then the absence of utility company pole attachment permits shall 
not apply. The alternative construction proposed shall be subject to the prior 
review and approval of the Cable Television Committee of Sumpter 
Township provided for in Section 8 hereafter. 

A. It shall be the obligation of the Company to make service available to 
the maximum number of residents of the Township. The Company shall 
extend service to subscribers at the normal installation charge and monthly 
rates for customers of that classification to all areas of the Township were 
there are a minimum average of —35— dwelling units per each lineal 
mile of cable constructed as measured along the center of the road 
(“Primary Service Area”). 

B. In the event the requirements of Subsection (A) are not met, extension 

of service shall be required only on a basis which is reasonable and com- 
pensatory. — 

SECTION 6. SYSTEM DESIGN 

Tlie cable television system to be installed shall :* 

Section 6.1 Channel Capacity 

Have a fifty-eight (58) channel capability and the technical capacity for 
return or two-way communications. The Company will install and maintain 
a cable television system keeping with the latest state-of-the-art technology, 
including satellite reception and will up-grade the system to the then current 
standards at least every five (5) years, including adequate channel capacity 
to accommodate all programming for which a demonstrable interest exists 
in the community. 

Section 6.2 Specific Channel Uses and Services 

Make available three (3) channels without charge for exclusive use of the 
Township. These channels may be shared with other services with the 
understanding that the Township has first priority on their use; in addition, 
provide one (1) educational access channel without charge for the use of the 
public school system. If additional channels are required with respect to the 
Township or school use, the Company will make other channels available 
consistent with the technical capability and feasibility of the system. The 
Company will make its local organization, equipment and staff available 
without charge for production assistance. 

Section 6.3 Proposal Incorporated 

The Company represents that it will provide services to residential sub- 
scribers equal to or better than those described in the Company’s proposal 
dated April 17, 1980. 

Section 6.4 Local Origination Programming 

Provide without charge equipment, facilities and personnel to create and 
maintain high quality local origination programming, adequate studio 
facilities, offices and service facilities of the Company located within the 
immediate area of the Township of Sumpter. Access studio facilities are to 
be made available to all access users on a first come, first served basis and 
production assistance without charge to access users as needed. 

Section 6.5 Emergency Audio Override 

The cable television system installed by the Company shall include an 
“emergency alert” capability which will permit a designated official of the 
Township to override, by remote control, the video and-or audio of all 
channels for purposes of public notification of emergency conditions. 

Section 6.6 Interconnection 

The Company may be required to interconnect its system with any other 
broad band communications facility operating in an adjacent territory. Such 
interconnection shall be made within sixty (60) days of a request made by 
the Township. For good cause shown, the Company may request and the 
Board may grant reasonable extensions of time to comply with the 
requirements. 

Section 6.7 Time Requirement for Services 

The Company shall commence transmission and amplification of 
television signals on a regular basis to subscribers not more than nine (9) 
months from and after the effective date of this Ordinance. The term 
“television signals” shall mean the services described in Section 6.2. Not- 
withstanding anything contained in this Ordinance to the contrary, the 
failure of the Company to commence transmission as herein stated within 
the prescribed period without just cause shall constitute a material breach 
of the franchise and provide the Township with the right to commence 
revocation proceedings as set forth in Section 8 10 
SECTION 7 TECHNICAL PERFORMANCE AND CONSTRUCTION 
STANDARD ~ 

Section 7.1 Technical Standards 

The Company shall strictly adhere to all applicable technical standards 
established by the Federal Communications Commissions at all times 
during the duration of this franchise grant Said technical standards are 
hereby incorporated by reference as the same are currently in effect, or as 
hereafter are changed, altered or modified 
Section 7.2 Construction Codes 

The Company shall at all times comply with the construction codes 
adopted by Ordinance and applicable in the Township of Sumpter, and, the 
Company shall comply with said construction codes as the same may be 
changed, modified or altered during the duration of this franchise grant The 
Company shall also comply with any and all applicable Ordinances of the 
Township during the duration of this franchise grant and with any and all 
rules and regulations of the Federal Communications Commission relative 
to coast ruction 

Section 7 3 Performance Measurement 

Within sixty (60 > days from the effective date of this Ordinance, the 
Company shall provide the Township with a written statement as to system 
testing procedures to be utilized so as to insure adherence to the technical 
standards required by the Federal Communications Commission Results of 
system performance and tests should be submitted annually to the Township 
to insure the system’s quality, including measurements ’of signals at the 
headend and throughout the system, quantitative analysis of all picture 
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quality parameters, and subjective evaluation of picture quality. Failure of 
the Company to submit the results of system performance and tests shall be 
deemed a material breach of this franchise grant. 

Section 7 4 Overhead and Underground Construction 
Requirements 

Where existing facilities and equipment exist for the overhead installation 
ofthe Company’s cable, the same may be utilized. Where such facilities and 
equipment are unavailable, the Company’s cable shall be installed un- 
derground. The Township Board may vary the requirement for underground 
cable installation if the Company establishes to the satisfaction of the 
Township Board that underground installation cannot be accomplished due 
to undue hardship and-or practical difficulties. 

Section 7.5 Tree Trimming 

The Company shall have the authority at its expense to trim trees upon 
and overhanging all public highways, streets, alleys or other public places 
within the Township of Sumpter so as to prevent the branches of such trees 
from coming into contact with the facilities of the Company. The Company 
shall defend, hold harmless and indemnify the Tdwnship of Sumpter from 
any and all actions, causes of actions or damages caused as the result of 
such activity. . 

Section 7.6 Relocation to Accommodate Public 
and Private Improvements 

In the event that at any time during the period of this franchise, the 
Township or any other municipal corporation shall lawfully elect to alter or 
change the grade of any highway, street, alley or other public place, the 
Company, upon reasonable notice by the Township or such other municipal 
corpora Cion, shall remove, relay and relocate its poles, wires, cables, un- 
derground conduits, manholes and other fixtures at its own expense. The 
Company shall, on the request of any person holding an appropriate permit 
issued by the Township, temporarily raise or lower its lines to permit the 
moving of any building or other structure. The expense of such temporary 
raising or lowering shall be paid by the person requesting the same and the 
Company shall have the right to require such payment in advance. The 
Company shall be given not less than seven (7) days advance notice to 
arrange for such temporary raising and lowering. 

Section 7.7 Right of Inspection and Restoration 

In case of any disturbance of pavement, sidewalk, driveway or other 
surfacing, the Company shall, at its own cost and expense and in a manner 
approved by the Township, replace and restore all paving, sidewalks, 
driveway or other surface of any street or other alley disturbed, in as good a 
condition as before said work was commenced. All such work shall be 
subject to the inspection by Township authorities and the Company shall pay 
all applicable inspection fees. 

Section 7.8 Company to Exercise Reasonable 
Care and Diligence 

Company shall, at all times during construction of its facilities and 
operation of the cable television system, exercise reasonable care and 
diligence. The standard of conduct of such Company and the exercise of such 
activity shall be that of a reasonable and prudent person under like and-or 
similar circumstances. 

SECTION 8. LOCAL REGULATORY FRAMEWORK 

Section 8.1 Procedure for Dav-to-Day Regulation 

Hie Township Board shall establish a Cable Television Committee of 
Sumpter Township consisting of three (3) persons having authority to act for 
and in behalf of the Township in matters relating to the day-to-day operation 
of the cable television systems as set forth herein. The Township Board may 
increase or decrease the number of Committee members, or change the 
membership of such Committee, or alter the authority and power of such 
Committee from time to time as it may be deemed necessary and desirable. 
The Company shall cooperate with the Committee with respect to those 
matters set forth herein as well as matters of local origination and access 
programming. 

Hie Committee shall have the following powers: 

(1) In cases where customer complaints are unsatisfied by the Company’s 
responses to complaints of service failures, poor service, inferior audio or 
video signals, the Committee shall have the power to make adjustments 
which may take the form of the following: 

(a) require the Company to adjust billing charges for service deficiencies 
in whole or in part, based on the Committee’s evaluation of the deficiencies 
and the equities involved. 

(b) require the Company to make reasonable refunds. 

(2) In cases where requests for service have been ignored or unfulfilled 
for whatever reason, the Committee shall have the power to require the 
Company to provide service in response to all reasonable requests as the 
Committee may determine based upon its determination of the intent of this 
Ordinance, subject, however, to appeal by the Company to the Township 
Board if, in its opinion, the requests made are unreasonable. 

(3) In all cases any party shall have the right of appeal to the Township 
Board if it is dissatisfied with the Committee decision. 

Section 8.2 Functions to be Regulated by the 
Township Board 

A. Provision of Service upon Consumer Demand. Upon the reasonable 
request for service by any person located within the Township where service 
is available, the Company shall, within twenty (20) days, furnish the 
requested service to such person. 

B. Maintenance and Alteration of the System after Construction. If, after 
examination of a report provided by an independent technical advisor, the 
Township Board determines, giving due regard to economic and 
technological limitations, that any part or all of the cable television system 
should be improved or upgraded, it may order such improvement or 
upgrading of the cable television system, to be effected by the Company 
within a reasonable time thereafter. If the Company disputes any such 
determination or the reasonable time within which it is to be implemented, it 
may, within twenty (20) days after the issuance of such order, demand that 
the matter be arbitrated pursuant to Section 8.7 herein. 

C. Rates. The following maximum rates and charges to subscribers for 
installation of equipment and subscriber service have been considered 
approved and authorized by the Township and in no event shall such rates be 
increased for a period of two ( 2 ) years from and after the date of the first on- 
line subscriber. Thereafter, there shall be no increases in rates charged to 
subscribers except upon prior approval of the Township Board following an 
appropriate public proceeding. Such initial rates are:

(3) Additional Optional Services may be provided when offered by the 
Company after recommendation by the Cable Television Committee of 
Sumpter Township and approved by the Township Board 

(4) The Company may. at its own discretion, waive, reduce or suspend 
connection fees and-or monthly service fees for specific or indeterminable 
period for promotion purposes 

(5) The Township Board shall review and approve or disapprove an in- 
crease of subscriber service rates on the basis of what is fair to the consumer 
and fair to the Company, and shall be limited to the following factors: faith- 
fulness of the Company in abiding by the terms of this Ordinance; the quality 
of service, efficiency of the Company . revenues and profits from all services 
offered, depreciated original cost of the cable plant and associated equip- 
ment, a fair rate of return with respect to the cost of borrowing and rates of 
return on investments having corresponding risk; and the rate of inflation as 
measured by the Consumer Price Index or other substitute measurements of 
inflation established by the United States Government. The value of the 
franchise, good will, and the value of the going concern shall not be amor- 
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tized as an expense and a return shall not be paid on any of these values. If 
theTownship fails to render a written decision either accepting, rejecting or 
modifying the Company’s request within one hundred eighty (180) days of 
the Company’s request, the Company shall thereafter be entitled to put its 
proposed new rates in effect. This paragraph shall be subject to arbitration 
in accordance with the provisions of Section 8.7 of this Ordinance at the full 
expense of the Company. 

D. The Township recognizes that the Federal Communications Com- 
mission has presently preempted the field of rate regulation for optional 
services other than basic subscriber service. In the event the Federal 
Communications Commission abandons such preemption or delegates to the 
local franchising authority the power to regulate such other services, then, 
and in such event, any increase of such rate shall be subject to prior ap- 
proval of the Township Board consistent with the standards set forth in this 
Section. 

E. The Company shall not, in its rates or charges, or in making available 
the services or facilities of the cable television system, or in its rules and 
regulations, or in any other respect, make or grant preference or ad- 
vantages to any subscriber or potential subscriber to the cable television 
system, or to any user or potential user of the system; and shall not subject 
any such persons to any prejudice or disadvantage. This provision shall not 
be deemed to prohibit promotional campaigns to stimulate subscriptions to 
the cable television system or other legitimate uses thereof. Nothing in this 
Ordinance shall be deemed to prohibit the establishment of a graduated 
scale of charges and classified rate schedules to which any customer coming 
within such classification would be entitled. 

F. The Company shall, without charge for installation, maintenance, or 
service, make single installations of its cable facilities at each fire and police 
station, all Township municipal buildings, and public and private schools, 
accredited consistent with accepted academic standards for such schools in 
theState of Michigan within the Township. Such installation shall be made at 
such reasonable locations as shall be requested by the Township Board or 
Boards of Education. Any charge for relocation of such installation or ad- 
ditional outlets thereto at the same location may be made at reasonable cost 
plus ten ( 10 percent) percent. No monthly service charges shall be made for 
distribution of the Company’s signals within such publicly owned buildings. 

G. The Company may require subscribers to pay for each month of basic 
service in advance at the beginning of each month. No other advance 
payment or deposit of any kind shall be required by the Company for basic 
subscriber service. No deposit or advance payment of any kind shall be 
charged for the provision of any converter without prior approval of the 
Township Board. 

H. There shall be no charge for disconnection of any installation or outlet. 

If any subscriber fails to pay properly due monthly subscriber fee or any 
other properly due fee or charge, the Company may disconnect the sub- 
scriber service outlet, provided, however that such disconnection shall not 
be effected until forty-five (45) days from and after the due date of said 
delinquent fee or charge and shall include ten (10) days written notice of 
intent to disconnect delivered to the subscriber in question. If the subscriber 
pays forty-five (45) days after payment is due and after notice of discon- 
nection has been given, the Company shall not disconnect. After discon- 
nection, upon payment in full of the delinquent fee or charge and the 
payment of the reconnection charge, the Company shall reinstate the sub- 
scriber’s cable service. 

I. If the Company fails to provide any service requested by subscriber or 
user, the Company shall, after being afforded a reasonable opportunity to 
provide the service, not to exceed thirty (30) days, promptly refund all 
deposits or advance charges paid for the service in question by said sub- 
scriber or user. If any subscriber terminates, for personal reasons, any 
monthly service prior to the end of a prepaid period, a prorata portion of any 
prepaid subscriber service fee, including the number of days as a basis, 
shall be refunded to the subscriber by the Company. 

Section 8.3 Franchise Fees 

A. The Company shall pay, as compensation to the Township, an annual 

fee of three (3 percent) percent of its gross revenues as herein defined, and 
an additional two (2 percent) percent of its gross revenues if approved or 
allowed by the Federal Communications Commission. In the event it is 
determined that the Federal Communications Commission lacks the 
jurisdiction to impose a limitation bpon‘ franchise fees, or that the limit is 
raised, then the franchise fee shall be subject to reevaluation. In the event 
that the parties cannot agree upon a new franchise fee, the matter will be 
submitted to arbitration. Any resulting award shall be retroactive. It is the 
intent of the Township to utilize franchise fees, as the Township Board 
deems necessary, to defray the cost of local regulation of the Company, to 
support the development of the public access channel, and to generally 
encourage development of the system. • 

B. Ail franchise fees shall be paid semi-annually. Thirty (30) days from the 
effective date of this Ordinance, the Company shall pay to the Township the 
sum of— $2,000.00— as an advance against the franchise fee for the cur- 
rent year. Thereafter, and on the semi-annual anniversary of the effective 
date of this Ordinance the Company shall pay to the Township the required 
franchise fee for the six (6) month period based upon its gross revenues for 
the preceding six (6) month period as determined by the Company and 
subject to audit of the Company’s records by a duly authorized agent of the 
Township. At the time of the payment, the Company shall furnish the 
Township with an operating report showing the Company’s semi-annual 
gross revenues during the preceding six (6) months and such other in- 
formation as the Township shall reasonably require with respect to 
properties and expenses related to the Company’s services within the 
Township for such period. The Company shall keep full, true, accurate and 
current books of account, which books and records, and all other pertinent 
books, records, maps, plans, financial statements and other like materials, 
shall be made available for inspection and copying by the Township upon 
reasonable notice and upon normal business hours. The Township shall have 
the right, at its own expense, to audit the records of gross revenue of the 
Company for any semi-annual period at any reasonable time. 

Section 8.4 Equal Employment Requirements 

The Company shall not deny service, deny access, or otherwise 
discriminate against subscribers, channel users, or general citizens on the 
basis of race, color, religion, national origin, or sex. The Company shall 
strictly adhere to the equal employment requirements of the Federal Com- 
munications Commission, as expressed in Section 76.13(a) (8) and 76.311 of 
Chapter 1 of Title 47 of the Code of Federal Regulations. The Company shall 
comply at all times with all other applicable Federal, State, Township and 
County laws and-or Ordinances, and all executive and administrative orders 
relating to non-discrimination. 

Section 8.5 Consumer Complaints 

A. The Company shall maintain an office in the area, which shall be open 
during all usual business hours, have a publicly listed telephone, and be so 
operated that complaints and requests for repairs or adjustments may be 
received on a twenty-four (24) hour basis. 

B The Company shall maintain a repair and trouble shooting force 
capable of responding to subscriber complaints or requests for service 
within twenty-four (24) hours after receipt of the complaint or request. No 
direct charge shall be made to the subscriber for this service 

C. The Company shall insure that all subscribers, programmers and 
members of the general public have recourse to a satisfactory hearing of 
any complaint The Cable Television Committee of Sumpter Tow nship, shall 
work closely with the Company to establish procedures for handling and 
settling complaints. The Company shall present to the Committee, no later 
than six (6) months after the effective date of this Ordinance, a set of rules, 
regulations and procedures concerning the handling and settling of com- 
plaints. 

Section 8.6 Pole Attachments 

To the extent possible, the Company shall make attachments to poles 
already in existence within the boundaries of the Township To the extent 
that existing poles are insufficient for its purpose, or if the Company is 
uanable to negotiate agreements satisfactory to it providing for the use of 
existing poles, the Company shall have the right to erect and maintain its 
own poles as necessary for the construction and maintenance of the cable 
television system, the location of which poles shall be subject to approval by 
the Township Board and other governmental units having appropriate 
jurisdiction The Company shall have the right, authority, power and 
privilege to attach any of its system facilities to any existing or future poles, 
towers or other electrical facilities owned by the Township, in a manner 
which will not interfere with the use of such poles, towers or other electrical 
facilities by the Township In the event the attachments, at any time, in- 
terfere with the use of such poles, towers or other electrical facilities, the 
Township will promptly notify the Company to remove the attachment at the 
Company s expense The Company hereby agrees to pay to the Township the 
same fee per year, per pole owned by the Township and used by the Com- 
pany, arrived at by negotiation and contract with the Detroit Edison Com 
pany and-or Bell of Michigan for the use of their poles This provision shall 
not be construed as authorizing the Company to utilize the poles owned by 
the Detroit Edison Company and-or Bell of Michigan, the sole authority for 
granting a utilization of said poles being vested in said public utilities. 

The Company shall extend to the Township free of expenses, joint use of 
any and all poles owned by it for any proper municipal purposes insofar as 
may be accomplished without interference with the use and enjoyment of the 
Company's own wires and fixtures 

Section 8 7 Method of Resolving Disputes 

Any matter expressly made arbitratable under provisions of this Or- 
dinance shall be resolved in favor of the party making the determination on 
such matter, unless arbitration shall be demanded by the other party within 


thirty (30) days after receipt of written notice of such determination Notice 
of such determination or demand for arbitration shall be mailed by certified 
mail, return receipt requested and by depositing the same in the United 
States mail with postage fully prepaid thereon addressed as follows, or as 
the Township or Company may hereafter designate.

In the event that arbitration shall be demanded, the parties shall attempt 
to agree on the selection of the arbitrator. If they are unable to do so the 
arbitrator shall be selected under the rules of the American Arbitration 
Association. The expenses of arbitration and the compensation of the ar- 
bitrator shall be borne by the Company and the Township in such manner as 
the arbitrator shall provide in the decision and award, but in no event shall 
theTownship be obligated to pay more than one-half ( '*> the expenses. The 
arbitrator shall follow' the rules and procedures of the American Arbitration 
Asociation except where in conflict with an express provision of this Or- 
dinance and the decision and award shall be final. 

Section 8.8 Records and Report 

Not later than May 1st of each year, the Company shall submit, if 
requested, a written report to the Township Board which shall include: 

(1) A summary of the previous years activities and development of the 
cable television system, including, but not limited to, services begun or 
dropped, subscribers gained or loss; 

(2) A financial statement including a statement of income, balance sheet, 
and a statement of sources and applications of funds, covering all years 
since the beginning of the franchise; 

(3) The current statement of cost of construction by component 
categories; 

i4) A projected income statement, balance sheet, statement of sources 
and applications of funds and statement of construction for the next two (2) 
years, if any; 

(5) A reconciliation between previously projected estimates and actual 
results; 

(6) A summary of complaints, identifying the number and nature of 
complaints and their disposition; 

(7) A list of officers and members of the board and stockholders of the 
Company; 

(8) Reports on other topics the Township Board may direct; 

(9) Upon request of the Company the Township Board shall maintain the 
confidentiality of financial and proprietary information furnished by the 
Company when legally permissable. 

Section 8.9 Sanctions, Penalties and Enforcement 

After notice of hearing, the Township may reduce any and all of the sub- 
scriber rates or shorten the duration of the franchise term if the Company 
fails to provide adequate service or delays construction of the cable 
television system beyond the deadlines required by this Ordinance as more 
specifically set forth in subparagraphs A, B, C and D. 

A. In the event that its service to any subscriber is interrupted for forty- 
eight (48) hours or more consectutive hours, except in circumstances for 
which the prior approval of the interruption is obtain from the Township, the 
Company shall provide a ten ( 10 percent) percent rebate of the monthly fees 
to affected suberibers. The sanctions and penalties set forth herein may be 
imposed in addition to adjustments made by the Cable Television Com- 
mittee. 

B. In the event that the system fails to meet any technical and per- 
formance standards required in Section 7.1 and 7.3 for a full three (3) month 
period, the Company shall reduce all subscribers’ fees by twenty-five (25 
percent) percent until all performance standards are met. The Township 
Board shall notify the Company during the first (1) month of the three (3) 
month period that the system has failed to meet performance standards. 

C. For failure to commence transmission in accordance with Section 6.7. 
unless the Township Board approves the delay because of reasons beyond 
the control of the franchisee, the franchise term shall be reduced one (1) 
year per each three (3) month delay. 

D. For failure to complete construction and installation of the cable 
television system as provided for in Section 5.3, unless the Township Board 
approves the delay because of reasons beyond the control of the franchisee, 
the franchise term shall be reduced one (1) year for each three (3) month 
delay. The Township Board shall notify the grantee during the first (1st) 
month of the three (3) month period that the system has failed to meet the 
performance standards. 

• With respect to this Section 8.9, the Company is not responsible for failure 
to provide adequate service or for delays in construction which are caused 
by acts of God, strikes, governmental, or military action or other conditions 
beyond its control. 

Section 8.10 Revocation of Franchise 

A. The Township may revoke and cancel any franchise granted pursuant 
to the provisions of this Ordinance in the event of the willfull failure, refusal 
or neglect by the Company to do or comply with any material requirements 
or limitations contained in this Ordinance. 

B. The Township Supervisor may make a written demand that the Com- 
pany do or comply with any such requirement or limitation. If the failure, 
refusal, or neglect of the Company continues for a period of thirty (30) days 
following such written demand without written proof th^t the corrective 
action has been taken or is being actively and expeditiously pursued, the 
Township Supervisor may place his request for revocation of the Company 
franchise upon the next regular Township Board meeting agenda The 
Township Supervisor shall cause to be served upon the Company at least 
twenty (20) days prior to the date of such Township Board meeting, a written 
notice of his intent to request such revocation, the time and place of the 
meeting, and a detailed statement of the reasons and grounds for revocation. 

C. The Township Board shall consider the request of the Township 
Supervisor and shall hear any person interested therein, and shall deter- 
mine, in its discretion, whether or not any failure, refusal or neglect by the 
Company was with just cause. 

D If such failure, refusal or neglect by the Company was with just cause, 
the Township Board shall direct the Company to comply within such time 
and manner and upon such terms and conditions as are reasonable. 

E. If the Township Board shall determine such failure, refusal or neglect 
by the Company was without just cause, then the Township Board may. by 
resolution, declare the franchise of such Company to be revoked, terminated 
and forfeited unless there be compliance by the Company within such period 
as the Township Board may fix. Such resolution shall contain specific fin 
dings of fact to justify such revocation. 

F The revocation of the Company’s franchise shall in no way affect the 
rights of the Township under the franchise or any provision of law. 

G In the event the Township revokes the franchise, the Township shall 
have the right to purchase the cable television system at a price not to ex- 
ceed its then fair market value. The fair market value shall be determined 
by the Township in accordance with generally accepted appraisal and ac- 
counting principles. Under no circumstances shall any valuation be made 
for “good will” or any right or privilege granted by this Ordinance Should a 
dispute arise over the determination of the fair market value of the cable 
television system, the dispute shall be resolved by arbitration as provided in 
Section 8.7 of this Ordinance entitled “Method for Resolving Disputes”. 

H. In the period between revocation of the franchise and the transfer of the 
cable television system to a successor company, the Company herein shall 
continue to provide service to the public as if its franchise were still in effect, 
but in the capacity of a trustee for its successor in interest and subject to an 
accounting for net earnings or losses during this interim period, but not to 
exceed six (6) months. 

Section 8 11 Indemnification. Insurance. Liability, 
for Damages and Bonds 

A. Except for any liability which may accrue to the Township with regard 
to its programming on any Township access channel, the Company shall 
defend, indemnify and hold the Township harmless from all liability, 
damage, cost or expense ( including reasonable attorney fees) arising from 
claims for injury to persons or damage to property occasioned by reason of 
any conduct undertaken by reason of this Ordinance, irrespective of any 
negligence or fault of the Township, its agents or employees, including ac- 
tions for defamation. The Township shall not and does not by reason of this 
Ordinance assume any liability of the Company whatsoever for injury to 
persons or damage to property. 

B Within thirty (30) days after the effective date of this Ordinance, the 
Company shall file with the Township and maintain on file throughout the 
duration of the franchise period, a comprehensive general liability and 
comprehensive automobile liability policy issued by a company duly 
authorized to do business in the State of Michigan, insuring the Township 
and the Company, with respect to the installation, operation and main- 
tenance of the system. • 

d) For bodily injury, including death in: 

<a> the minimum amount of One Million ($1,000,000.00) Dollars for any 
person, and 

<b> the minimum amount of Three Million ($3,000,000.00) Dollars for any 
one occurrence, and » 

C2) For property damage in the minimum amount of Five Hundred

Sumpter. 
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C. Except for any liability which may accrue to the Township with regard 
to its programming on any Township access channel, the Company shall 
indemnify and hold the Township harmless from all liability, damage, cost 
or expense (including reasonable attorney fees) arising from any claims 
against the Township which may legally be required to pay as a result of the 
granting of this franchise to the Company or from the operations conducted 
by the Company in the boundaries of the Township. The damages and 
penalties shall include but shall not be limited to copyright infringements 
and all other damages arising out of the installation, operation or main- 
tenance of the cable television system authorized, whether or not such act or 
omission complained of is authorized, allowed or prohibited by this Or- 
dinance. To fund this liability, the Company shall maintain an Umbrella 
Liability Policy in the amount of Five Million ($5,000,000.00) Dollars, and a 
Blanket Excess Liability Policy in the amount of Two Million ($2,000,000.00) 
Dollars over the umbrella amount. 

D. Company shall carry worker’s compensation insurance, with statutory 
limits and employer’s liability insurance with limits of no less than Five 
Hundred Thousand ($500,000.00) Dollars, which shall cover all operations to 
be performed by Company as a result of this Ordinance. 

E. The Company’s worker’s compensation, comprehensive general 
liability and comprehensive automobile liability insurance shall be written 
by an insurance company with a capital and-or surplus of not less than Ten 
Million ($10,000,000.00) Dollars, and the Company agrees to furnish Town- 
ship with certified copies of certificates of insurance of said policies, which 
shall provide that insurance shall not be cancelled unless thirty (30) days 
prior written notice shall first be given to the Township. 

F. The Company within forty-five (45) days after the effective date of this 
Ordinance shall file with the Township a corporate surety bond, approved by 
the Township, in the amount of Two Hundred Fifty Thousand ($250,000.00) 
Dollars payable to the Township conditioned on the Company’s completion 
of the system and provision of the required services within the time schedule 
set forth in this Ordinance, except for delays of installation of cable or 
equipment caused by acts beyond the control of the Company such as acts of 
God, floods, fires, earthquakes, strikes, determinations of the Board of 
governmental agencies and other acts or failures to act of someone other 
than the Township, and on events over which the Company has no control. 
Upon completion of the system in accordance with the terms of this Or- 
dinance, said corporate surety bond shall be released by the Township. 

Tlie Company shall maintain during the term of this Ordinance and during 
any renewal or extension thereof a corporate surety bond running to the 
benefit of the Township, approved by the Township, and in the sum total of 
Seventy-Five Thousand ($75,000.00) Dollars, conditioned upon the faithful 
performance of the Company in accordance with the terms of this Or- 
dinance. 

G. If the Company should commit a breach of this Ordinance and not 
remedy such breach within sixty (60) days after having received written 
notice from the Township to do so, then the Township, at its discretion may 
declare a portion of the bond equivalent to the amount of damages sustained 
by the Township which are directly attributable to such breach forfeited and 
Company shall thereupon be required: (1) to remedy the breach with 
reasonable dispatch, and (2) within sixty (60) days of such forfeiture replace 
the forfeited portion of the bond. Notwithstanding the foregoing, nothing 
contained in this paragraph shall serve to absolve the Company from any of 
its obligations under this Ordinance or the rules and regulations of the 
Federal Communications Commission. Any questions concerning damages 
or any other issues concerning the within paragraph which cannot be settled 
by agreement between the interested parties hereto, shall be submitted to 
arbitration in accordance with the rules and regulations hereunder and 
under the supervision of the American Arbitration Association. 

H. The Company shall keep the corporate surety bond in full force and 
effect at all times throughout the term of this Ordinance and during the 
removal of all poles, wires, cables, underground conduits, manholes, and 
other conductors, converters, equipment and fixtures subsequesnt to the 
termination of this Ordinance. The corporate surety bond shall contain a 
provision that it shall not be terminated or otherwise allowed to expire prior 
tosixty (60) days after written notice to that effect is given to the Township 
Board. 

I. Resident Company and Agent. All bonds and insurance policies as are 
required of the Company in this Ordinance shall be written by a company or 
companies authorized and qualified to do business in the State of Michigan, 
certificates of all coverage required shall be promptly filed by the Company 
with the Township Board 

J. Application for Permit. Within sixty (60) days after the effective date of 
this Ordinance, the Company shall file with the Federal Communications 
Commission such requests, petition, or other application as is then proper to 
secure from said Federal Communications Commission any and all 
necessary permits, licenses, waivers, or the like as may be necessary to be 
secured from Federal Communications Commission to fully comply with the 
terms of this Ordinance. The Company shall thereafter diligently pursue 
such application with the Federal Communications Commission and shall do 
all reasonable things necessary and proper to secure any such permit, 
license, waiver, approval or the like from it. The Company shall keep the 
Cable Television Committee of Sumpter Township advised, from time to 
lime, of the progress of such application. 

Section 8.12 Governmental Approvals; Annexation 

A Upon grant of this Ordinance to construct and maintain a cable 
television system in the Township, and in furtherance of the Company’s 
execution of contracts with public utility companies or any other owner or 


lessee of any poles located within or without the Township or to whatever 
extent such contract or contracts shall be expedient and of advantage to the 
Company for use of poles and posts necessary for proper installation of the 
system, the Company shall obtain a right-of-way permit from appropriate 
Local, County, State or Federal officials necessary to cross highways or 
roads under their respective jurisdiction to supply main trunk lines from the 
Company’s receiving antennas, obtain permission from the Federal 
Aviation Authority to erect and maintain antennas suitable to the needs of 
the system and its subscribers, and obtain whatever other permits a City, 
County State or Federal agency may require. The Company shall construct 
its cable system using material of good and durable quality and all work 
involved in the construction, installation, maintenance and repair of the 
cable system shall be performed in a safe, thorough and reliable manner. 
Any municipal property damaged or destroyed shall be promptly repaired 
or replaced by the Company and restored to serviceable condition. 

B. In the event that the Township shall annex further territory as may now 
or hereafter be authorized by law, or in the event that it shall be consolidated 
with part or all of any other now or hereafter existing municipality, and is 
such additional lands are not then serviced by a cable television system, the 
Company shall extend energized trunk cable to the remaining portions of the 
Township so annexed or the municipality with which it is consolidated, 
within a reasonable time thereafter, unless additional time is granted by the 
Township upon request of the Company for good cause shown. This extension 
of service shall be in accordance with, and subject to, all of the provisions of 
this Ordinance. 

Section 8.13 Foreclosure, Receivership 

A. Foreclosure. Upon the foreclosure or other judicial sale of all or a 
substantial part of the calble television system, or upon the termination of 
any lease covering all or a substantial part of the cable television system, 
the Company shall notify the Township Board of such fact, and such 
notification shall be treated as a notification that a change in control of the 
Company has taken place, and provisions of Section 4.4 of this Ordinance, 
governing the consent of the Township Board to such change in control of the 
Company shall apply. 

B. Receivership. The Township Board shall have the right to cancel this 
franchise grant one hundred twenty (120) days after the appointment of a 
receiver, or trustee, to take over and conduct the business of the Company, 
whether in receivership, reorganization, bankruptcy, or other action or 
proceeding, unless such receivership or trusteeship shall have been vacated 
prior to the expiration of said one hundred twenty ( 120) days, or unless: 

(1) Within one hundred twenty (120) days after his election or ap- 
pointment, such receiver or trustee shall have fully complied with all of the 
provisions of this Ordinance and remedies all defaults thereunder; and 

(2) Such receiver or trustee within one hundred twenty (120) days shall 
have executed an agreement duly approved by the court having jurisdic- 
tion in the premises whereby such receiver or trustee assumes and agrees to 
be bound by each and every provision of this Ordinance. 

Section 9. Rights and Obligations of Individuals Using 

The Cable Television System 

A. Company shall not permit the transmission of any signal, audio, video, 
or digital, including “polling” the channel selection, from any subscriber’s 
premises without first obtaining written permission of the subscriber. This 
provision is not intended to prohibit the use of transmission of signals useful 
only for the control or measurement of system performance. 

B. Company shall not permit the installation of any specific terminal 
equipment in any subscriber’s premises that will permit transmission from 
subscriber’s premises of two-way services utilizing audio, video or digital 
signals without first obtaining written permission of the subscriber. 

C. It shall be unlawful for any person to attach or affix or to cause to be 
attached or affixed any equipment or device which allows access or use of 
the cable television service without payment to the Company for same. 

D. The Company is hereby prohibited from distributing to any person, 
firm or corporation a list of its subscribers unless for a limited purpose 
approved by the Township Board. 

E. The Company, any and all of its officers, agents and employees, are 
specifically prohibited from engaging in the sale, service, rental or leasing 
of television receivers, radio receivers, or television or radio receiver 
related parts and accessories excluding converters as herein defined, 
anywhere in the Township whether for a fee or charge or not. The Company 
shall prohibit any of its officers, agents and employees from violating the 
terms of this Section at all times, whether in the performance of duties of the 
Company or otherwise. 

F. The Company shall not allow its cable or other operations to interfere 
with television reception of persons not served by the Company, nor shall the 
cable television system interfere with, obstruct or hinder in any manner, the 
operation of the various utilities serving the residents of the Township 
SECTION 10 RIGHTS OF TOWNSHIP 

Section 10.1 Township Rules 

Tlie Township reserves the right to adopt, in addition to the provisions 
herein contained and existing applicable Ordinances, such additional 
regulations as it shall find necessary in the exercise of the police power, 
provided that such regulations, by Ordinance or otherwise, shall be 
reasonable and not in conflict with the rights herein granted, and shall not be 
in conflict with the applicable laws of the State of Michigan or the United 
States 

Section 10.2 Use of System by Township 

The Township shall have the right, during the life of this Ordinance, to 
maintain upon the poles or in the underground conduits of the Company 


within the Township limits, wire and fixtures necessary for a traffic signal 
control system and-or a police and fire alarm system. Such wires and fix- 
tures shall be installed and maintained at the sole expense of the Township 
and shall at all times comply with all the reasonable rules and regulations of 
the Company so that there may be a minimum danger of contact or conflict 
between the wires and fixtures of the Company and wires and fixtures used 
by the Township. 

Section 10.3 Liability 

The Township shall be liable for any damage occuring to the property of 
the Company caused by employees of the Township in the performance of 
their duties. The Township shall not be liable for the interruption of services 
by action of Township employees in the performance of their dulies. nor 
shall the Township be held liable for the failure of the Company to be able to 
perform normal services due to acts of God or other factors beyond the 
control of the Township. 

Section 10.4 Np Propert y Right 

Nothing in this Ordinance is intended nor shall it be construed to grant to, 
the Company any right of ownership in any publicly owned property, nor 
shall the Township be compelled to maintain any of its property any longer 
than, or in any fashion other than in the Township’s judgment that its own 
business or needs may require. 

Section 10.5 Construction Approval by Township 

Except for individual service drops, the Company shall not erect any pole, 
install any underground lines or conduits, run any line, make any at- 
tachment nor engage in construction of any kind without the prior approval 
of the Township of Sumpter Building Department, or such other department 
or engineering consultant as the Township may from time to time determine 
is appropriate. Such approval will not be unreasonably withheld and the 
Township shall have and maintain the right to inspect the construction, 
operation and maintenance of the system to insure the proper performance 
and compliance with the regulatory provisions of this Ordinance. 

SECTION 11. APPLICATION PROPOSAL INCORPORATED BY 
REFERENCE 

The Company represents that any written communications or 
representations made to the Township upon which the Township relied in 
granting this franchise are deemed to be material to this Ordinance and the 
breach or failure of which will give rise to any remedial sanctions provided 
herein. 

SECTION 12. PRODUCTION COSTS AND LEGAL EXPENSES 

The Company shall pay all costs of production and publication of this 
Ordinance within fifteen ( 15) days after demand for payment is made to the 
Company by the Township, and all legal expenses incurred in the drafting 
and enactment of this Ordinance 

SECTION 13. REPEAL OF CONFLICTING PROVISIONS 

All resolutions ordinances or parts thereof in conflict with the provisions of 
this Ordinance are to the extent of such conflict, hereby repealed. 

SECTION 14. VIOLATIONS AND PENALTIES 

A violation of any of the provisions of this Ordinance shall constitute a 
misdemeanor. Each day that a violation is permitted to exist or does in fact 
exist shall constitute a separate offense Any person, firm or corporation 
who violates any of the provisions of this Ordinance shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof shall be subject to a fine not ex- 
ceeding Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars or ninety (90) days in jail, or both, in 
the discretion of the Court 
SECTION 15. INJUNCTIVE RELIEF 

In addition to or in lieu of the penalties in SECTION 15, any continuing 
violation of this Ordinance may be enjoined by a Court of competent 
jurisdiction. 

SECTION 16. SEVERABILITY 

If any section, paragraph, clause or provision of this Ordinance is for any 
reason held to be invalid or unconstitutional, the invalidity or un- 
constitutionality of such section, paragraph, clause or provision shall not 
affect any of the remaining provisions of this Ordinance, provided, however, 
that in the event the Federal Communications Commission declares any 
section of this Ordinance invalid, then, and in such event, such section or 
sections shall be renegotiated by theTownshipand theCompany. 

SECTION 17. ADOPTION 

Hie foregoing Ordinance was adpoted by the Sumpter Township Board at 
a meeting held at the municipal building in said Township on Tuesday, 
November 11, 1980 and ordered published in the Belleville Enterprise a 
newspaper having general circulation in the Township This Ordinance shall 
become effective thirty (30) days from thedateof publication

But before we stumble on to the 1080-81 (oh, how the years pass! > 
basketball, wrestling and swimming seasons, it wouldn’t be 
congruent of us to leave the prep football scene without thanking all 
the coaches for their cooperation and help. 

Only those who pound out this kind of copy each week realize that 
without coaches’ assistance, these pages would not be what they 
are — tops in local sports coverage. There is no apathy when it 
comes to sports in this area and it is because coaches, players and 
fans demand excellence from their local paper and reporters that 
the staff does respond 

If that were only true about our voters... But then we should 
reserve those remarks for The Other Side of the Meridian.

There have been some controversial changes in the coaching 
line-ups of at least two prep cage teams in the area. At Westland 
John Glenn, former assistant coach to Gordie Davis, Jerry 
Szukaitis. has been named as head coach. 

Szukaitis replaces Dan Henry, whose reported confrontations 
with the school’s administration have led to the courts. Henry is 
contesting his dismissal as head coach. The action has created a 
cloud over the Rocket season before it even begins. 

Neither side — Henry or the administration — wishes to 
comment in fear that it may harm the basketball program and 
inevitably the team and players. However, we’d wish they’d quit 
therole playing and clear the air officially for the good of all. 

Romulus has a good man in A1 Wilkerson, a former assistant 
coach who replaces Rod Hanna. Unfortunately, Hanna also left the 
scene disenchanted with that school’s administration. Although the 
repertoire doesn’t resemble the Glenn scenario, the disgruntled 
parties have settled their differences without the help of the courts. 

Hanna is doing well as an assistant coach at Wayne State 
University. In the meantime, Wilkerson isn’t wasting any time 
preparing for the 1980 cage season. If he does half as much for the 
Romulus basketball program as he did for the track program, the 
Eagles will enjoy a cage renaissance similar to the “Golden Age’’ 
of the Johnny Long era. 

Wilkerson resurrected almost singlehandedly an anemic track 
program at Romulus a few years ago and made it into one of the 
finest in the area before he decided to take a sabbatical from 
coaching. 

Unshattered by the controversy that comes with his new job, 
Wilkerson has set about to make his contributions to basketball in 
the area. He immediately initiated a system whereby he would 
compile cage stats on individual scoring, team scoring, defense, 
individual free throw and team free throws on all the teams in the 
area (We would publicize the stats). 

“I believe it would help create more interest in the sport,” 
Wilkerson said. “I know that there are some coaches who would be 
nervous about publicizing such facts because it could trigger a 
shooting war, but the benefits will outweigh any negative effect 
the fact sheet will have.”
